Whatever happens in Korea, we 
must take ihto account what is 
happening in Iran, on the borders 
of Ypgosiavia, in Indochina, and, 
most of all, what we know to be 
going on inside the Soviet Union 
itself. The main danger to world 
peace comes from the Soviet rul- 
ers, from the growing military 
force at their disposal, and from 
their proved willingness to use 
aggression to gain their ends. The 
military build-up of the Soviet 
Union, which has been continuing 
since 1945, has no other purpose 
‘than to blackmail the free world 
into submission to Communist 
domination.

But never before have free men 


in such large numbers acted to- 
gether in advance, to prevent a 
supreme crisis. Never before on 
so vast a scale have free men 
assumed great risks voluntarily, 
so that even greater risks may 
not descend upon them involun- 
tarily. Never before has there 

en so deep and widespread in 

hearts of mankind the feeling 
that the price of peace is the 
willingness to fight for justice 

The greatest weakness we could 
disclose would be vacillation or 
lack of determination. To win in 
the contest between justice and 
aggression, the purposes of free 
men must be clear and persist- 
ent. 

We must avoid shifting from 
one extreme of policy to another 
with every new development — 
either international or domestic 
— When such developments do 
not alter the fundamental situa- 
tion. 

Immediately after the initial 
Korean aggression, there were 
some extremists both in military 
and economic affairs. In mili- 
tary affairs, these extremists 
wanted immediately a 10-million- 
man armed force and a 100-bil- 
lion-dollar-a-year military budget.

But it is a mini- 
mum program measured against 
the need, and is well within our 
capacity. . . Compared with 
the rise of almost 30 billion dol- 
lars in security outlays scheduled 
for the coming 12 months, we ex- 
panded such outlays by about 75 
billion dollars (in terms of pres- 
ent prices) in the first year of our 
participation in World War II. 
The program as now scheduled is 
not expected to absorb at its peak 
more than about one-fifth of our 
total output, compared with al- 
most half in 1944. A year from 
new the program is expected to 
require about 11,000,000. men and 
women directly or indirectly en- 
gaged in defense, contrasted with 
about 25, 0,000 at the peak of 
the world war. 

We have been moving toward, 
interim goals for Army, Navy, 
and Air Force strength. It now 
appears, as we review our 
strategic situation in the light 
of world events, that these 
goals may need te be raised, 
whether or not we have an 
armistice in Korea. The strate- 
gic and military studies needed 
for such decisions have not 
been completed; if it is indeed 
necessary to raise our sights, I 
shall later submit to the Con- 
gress requests for the addition- 
al funds required.

Senator Chavez, who viewed the Mississippi 
river flood here over the weekend, said he 
wants flood control in the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri rivers to remain in the hands of the Army 
Engineers, There's one thing I want to make 
clear,” he said. “I want the Army Engineers 
to continue to do this work: Not a political 
division, whether Republican or Democrat.” 

The New Mexico Senator was impressed by 
the great destruction which the floods have 
‘wrought: But he failed to see in them the climax 
of a record of failure by the Army Engineers. 

EL the chairman of the Senate Public Works 
committee can see the disaster for himself, and 
talk with its victims about it, and end by 
understanding what has happened, and. the 
causes of it, no better than that—what good did 
it do him to come and look and listen? 

Senator Chavez once appeared to be among 
those who could be counted on the side of a 
unified approach to flood control and all the 
other phases of work in the development of the 
Missouri River valley—in other words, a Mis- 
souri* Valley Authority, similar to TVA. 7 

He was co-sponsor of an MVA bill two years 
ago. But he used his position as committee chair 


man to refer the bill to a hostile subcommittee, 


which did it to death. * 
When it came to the test, Senator Chavez was 
not there. Now, evidently, he is taking the line 
of least resistance again, going with the en- 
trenched bureaus whose quarreling, divided 
planning and overlapping, conflicting attempts 


at management are so largely responsible for 


the debacle that has now occurred. 

This blind and deaf approach to learning from 
past mistakes is exactly what a committee in- 
vestigating the floods must avoid if the errors 
responsible are to be corrected. 

It was with this in mind that the Post-Dispatch 


proposed, a few days ago, that a truly independ- 


ent committee, open-eyed and open-minded, be 
selected from both Houses and sent to the Mis- 
souri Valley to make a thorough investigation. 

Senator Chavez is typical of the member of 
Congress who should not be selected for such 
a committee. Like the cat that went to London 
to see the queen, but saw only a little mouse 
under a chair, he saw only what he was capable 
of seeing, and it was not enough. 

Senator Chavez is not more keen-eyed about 
the issues involved at the Washington end. One 
of the principal reasons why flood control in the 
Missouri Valley is such a ghastly failure, and 
why it should be turned over to an MVA, is 
that the Army Engineers are in politics up to 
their necks. TVA has been scrupulously non- 
political, and that has been one of the major 
reasons for its success. 

Let us have no more members of Congress 
who come to the Missouri Valley to confirm 
their prejudices. Let us have what is by now 
long, long overdue—a real investigation of the 
valley’s needs, made on the spot by members of 
Congress who are not too complacent toward— 
or connected :with—long-standing mistakes to 
learn from what they see with their own eyes.

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The Thirty-eighth Parallel 

No newspaper is complete these days with- 
out some mention of the thirty-eighth parallel. 
This prominence has created an illusion that 
the parallel is a strictly Korean affair. Actu- 
ally, it is one of those imaginary lines—like 
the equator—which runs all the way around the 
world. It is 19,648 miles long, and only 196 of 
these miles are in Korea. 

By land, the Thirty-eighth crosses a dozen na- 
tions and a dozen American states. By sea, it 


crosses the Pacific and the Atlantic, the Medi-. 


terranean and the Caspian. Since we are sup- 
posed to cultivate a world outlook, it might not 
be a bad idea to follow it around the globe. 
Starting from a Maryland beach, it runs 3660 
miles across the Atlantic by way of the Azores.

In 
Spain, it touches Moorish Cordoba and the orig- 
inal Guadalcanal. In Sicily, it crosses the battle- 
fields of the Punic wars.

One of his chief talents was diplomacy, as his 
eminently successful record as the Navy’s No. 
1 officer for a year and a half demonstrates. 
This same talent was being put to work in the 
overseas mission from which he did not return 


alive — negotiations of arrangements for air 


bases in Spain. If President Truman and Sec- 
retary Marshall do as well in finding a succes- 
sor to Adm. Sherman as they did when they 
advanced him, they will do well indeed.

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Why Natch, Satch 


What with Jersey Joe Walcott winning the 
heavyweight title at 37, and Citation being the 
king’ money winner at the middle equine age 
of 6, it appears that in sports, age will be 
served. Now it is only a question of time be- 
fore Satchel Paige of the Browns admits it. 

The age of Paige has been the subject of 
mathematical analysis, abstruse recollection and 
self-subtraction for a generation or two. In 
1941 the lanky pitcher said he was 33 years old 
and was born in 1908. That would have made 
him 40 in 1948, when he said he was 39 and 
his mother said he was 44, or 43 right now, 
when he says he is 44 and, by his mother’s esti- 
mate, ought to be 47. z +p 

These clear statistics can only be smudged by 
the fact that Satchel also claims he began 
pitching 24 years ago when he was only 17, 
which would make him 41 now, instead of the 
44 he concedes, or the 47 he might be, or the 
50-or-so which his employer, Bill Veeck, sus- 
pects he possibly is. 

Paige actually admitted he was getting a little 
old three years ago. Since that was just after 
he had worked a 3-hitter for Cleveland, it’s 
probably his arithmetic which is weak, not his 
pitching ‘arm.

only 25. 
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Weaker Controls for Sure 


Whatever happens to the economic controls 
bill in conference, the stabilization authority 
granted to the Administration seems certain to 
be weakened in at least three respects. For 
while the’ House and Senate bills differ in the 
degree to which they weaken the present law, 
they agree in weakening it, and that agreement 
will have to be the starting point of the con- 
ference. N g 

Both bills limit the power to roll back prices 
— power that was requested because some 
out-of-line prices must be rolled back if the 
general cost of living is to be held steady. Any 
further rollback in beef prices appears out of 
the question. All that the conference committee 
can do is to permit rollbacks in non-farm prices. 

Secondly, both bills relax installment credit 
requirements in some respect. As against the 
present regulation for a 15-month limit on auto- 
mohile time payments, the Senate voted for 18 
months and the House for 21. Thus some credit 
expansion appears certain to be authorized 


. which means expanding purchasing power at a 


time when inflationary pressure calls for its 
curtailment. 


Finally, both bills agree in denying authority 


to impose livestock slaughtering quotas, which 
were a key element in the enforcement of meat 
price ceilings and the outlawing of black mar- 
_kets. So meat price enforcement seems certain 
to be more difficult under the new bill than 
it has been under the old one. rs,

Those in Louisville who recall the dark 
February of 1937 will feel a genuine sym- 
pathy with the people of Kansas and Mis- 
souri today. : 

Though there are groping efforts to 
measure the damage of the flood now be- 
ginning slowly to recede at Kansas City, 
there really are no terms in which to 
assess the devastation. 

Engineers say vaguely the loss will be 
some 750 million dollars before the waters 
of the Missouri, the Kaw, the Big Blue and 
the myriad er streams of the valley 


subside. This is a feeble, routine appraisal. 


Even ‘if the figure were anywhere nearly 
accurate as measure of the material dam- 
age, which it cannot be, it could not count 
the toll of homelessness, joblessness, sitk- 
ness and death. It is doubly tragic in that 


there“ have been ample warnings, ample © 


evidence that flood control is a possibility. 

Around the turn of the century, the omi- 
nous forebodings begain. Cities just be- 
ginning to thrive on young industrializa- 
tion in the Missouri basin first had their 
dreams chilled. Later, in 1943 and 1944, 
the uri river, the longest watercourse 
in the United States, closed down indus- 
tries from Sioux City to Kansas City. 

Today's flood is the worst, but it is far 
from being an isolated catastrophe. In a 
way, it was foreordained. 


Debate and Compromise 


While the menace kept showing itself, 
and still continues, men debated over 
means to do something about it. Rival 
agencies of the government and rival eco- 
nomic interests were thrown into ¢onflict. 

The Army Corps of Engineers and the 
Reclamation Bureau fought it out for con- 
trol of the great project. Between them 
they hammered out’a compromise, the so- 
called Pick-Sloan plan. 
Being an inter-agency affair, it sought 
to reconcile the engineers’ emphasis on 
flood control and navigation and Recla- 
mation’s emphasis on irrigation. As the 
Hoover Commission’s task force on natural 
resources commented vigorously, the re- 
sult was lack of unified management of 
the valley’s capricious waterflow and thus 
in effect lack of responsibility. 


Conflict in Pick-Sloan 


The conflict was carried on between 
private industrial interests, largely in the 
field of. electric power, and supporters of 
a plan of “integrated development” of the 
great valley, the heartland of the nation. 

The latter envisioned’ an organism in 
the nature of the Tennessee Valley’ Au- 


thority. The former have been resolute in 


N to emphasis on power develop- 
ment. 

This conflict seems reflected in the 
Pick-Sloan plan, the compromise which is 
fairly down by the spirit and 
necessities of compromise. The Hoover 
Co on’s task force points out that 
Pick seeks to provide less than half 


udice. The country will come ckly 
to the “systematic plan,” the lack of which 
the Hoover Commission's 

demned so forthrightly.

This week's dispatches from Kansas City 
and other points in the Missouri Valley 
tell the story, of our failure to tame a great 
river system. 

Up-river dams completed some years ago 
or now under way keep down the crests 
on the main.river. There are projects 
which; when completed, will reduce the 
flow of the Kansas river, now doing so 
much damage. 

The Pick-Sloan plan, a compromise ar- 
rived at between the Army Engineers and 
the Bureau of Reclamation in 1944, is a 
vast structure of contemplated irrigation 
works, of power plants, of flood storage

the next quarter century under this plan 

a total of five billion dollars or more 
might be spent.

The Missouri river presented a 
tremendous challenge. 

What was needed, and what is still 
needed, is an agency—a Missouri River 
Authority—to reconcile a great variety of 
plans and purposes for different parts of 
the river and for different uses of the 
same parts of the river.

Fourth test: Is it important to 
our defense? Very important: 
West Germany, Tito’s Yugoslavia. 
Less important: Franco’s Spain, 
Japan. Contested: Nationalist 


And a Few More Tests. 


Fifth test: Is its people willing 
to fight for the present Govern- 
ment? 
Japan. Doubtful: Tito’s Yugosla- 
via, Franco’s Spain, Nationalist 
China. 

Sixth test: Can it be ‘accepted 
without costing us more than we 
gain? Yes: West Germany, Japan, 
Tito’s Yugoslavia. Contested: 
Franco’s Spain, Nationalist China. 

Seventh test: Once rearmed, 
will it presumably refrain from 
undertaking aggression in the 
foreseeable future? Presumably: 
Nationalist China, Franco’s Spain, 
Tito’s Yugoslavia. Contested: 
West Germany, Japan. 

These results, though many will 
disagree with some classifications, 
seem to me to demonstrate how 
illogical are the arguments against 
accepting any of these govern- 
ments as associates of some sort 
— — struggle against the Soviet 

reat. 


Whatever Is Available. 


Personally, I am not at all sure 
of the future attitudes of West 
Germany and Japan. I dislike the 
governments of both Spanish 
Franco and Yugoslav Tito. Until 
further demonstration, I am 
obliged to question the military 
and political efficiency of Nation- 
alist China. 

Nonetheless, I am convinced 
that, under present circumstances, 
the free world should accept avail- 
able or probable assistance wher- 
ever it can find it. . 

Let us accept whatever aid is 
available—and not rely upon it 
more than circumstances counsel.

SFT UP FOR REFUGEE 


Training to Be Offered Iron 
Curtain D.P.s in Europe, 
Near East. 


ALBANY, N. V., July 23 (AP)— 
The State Board of Regents yes- 
terday announced it had char- 
tered a corporation that will pro- 
vide university scholarships for 
exiles and refugees from Iron 
Curtain countries. 

The corporation — the Free 
Europe University in Exile—will 
arrange for college training for 
such displaced persons in univer- 
sities of Western Europe and ye 
Near East. 

Informed sources described the 
undertaking as “strictly a schol- 
arship deal” and said about $250,- 
000 has been raised to launch the 
project. 

They said the scholarships 
would be awarded to Iron Cur- 
tain exiles in Western Europe 
but apparently not to any now in 
the United States. 

The Free Europe University in 
Exile will provide scholarships to 
men and women under 30 years 
of age, who are refugees or exiles 
“from these countries: Albania, 
Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Estonia, 
Latvia, Lithuania, Hungary, 
Poland, Romania and Yugoslavia. 

The regents said scholarships 
will go to refugees from coun- 
‘tries “where the Communist con- 
trol has resulted in a systematic 
stamping out of the national cul- 
ture and the elimination of men 

capable of reconstituting these 
countries if and when the day 
of their liberation finally comes.’

The eleventh annual Missouri 
exhibition, major locally-organ- 
ized show of the art season here, 
will open Oct. 1 at City Art Mu- 
seum, it was announced today.

The competition is open to all 
exhibitors living in thé state or 
within 50 miles of its borders 
either at the time of the contest 
or at any time during the preced- 
ing year. 

Those wishing to take part 
should be certain their names and 
addresses are on file with the 
office of the museum registrar, 
who will distribute labels on re- 
ceipt of entry blanks, museum of- 
ficers said. No labels will be 
given out after noon Saturday, 
Sept. 8. Deadline for delivery of 
work to be considered for display 
is Saturday, Sept. 15, at 4 p.m. 
Entries will be accepted at. the 
rear entrance of the museum 
from 8:30 a.m. to 4 p.m. Monday, 
Sept. 10, through Saturday, Sept. 
15, with the usual categories of 
competition open—oils, water col- 
ors, drawings, prints, sculptures 
and’ craftwork. / 

Two innovations have been an- 
nounced. Each contestant is lim- 
ited to a total of three works, 
counting any and all media. The 
usual 10-per-cent commission will 
not be charged, whether a sale 
is effected by the museum or by 
an exhibitor himself.

CARDINAL SAPIEHA 
OF POLAND DIES; 
FOE OF NAZIS, REDS 


WARSAW, July 23 (AP)—Car- 
dinal Adam Stefan Sapieha, 
archbishop of Krakow and the last 
free Roman Catholic cardinal be- 
hind the Iron Curtain, died i 
Krakow today after a long illne 
He was 84 years old. 

His death reduces the Roman 
Catholic College of Cardinals, 
which at full strength has 70 
members, to 49. He was the 
fourth Cardinal to die this year. 

Cardinal Sapieha was an unflag- 
ging fighter for the rights of the 
Catholic Church both during the 
wartime occupation of Poland by 
the Nazis and under postwar Com- 
munist rule.

the possibility of surpluses—and 
hence the need for costly price 
supports. 

The Administration’s new pro- 
gram will set forth ways in which 
the small, inefficient farms could 
take advantage of the technical 
knowledge and financial aid of- 
fered by the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Large farms already are using 
this knowledge. They are pro- 
ducing nearer to their total ca- 
pacity. Production per acre is 
nearly double that of the small 
and medium family farms. 

The larger farms have made 
greater progress in using im- 
proved strains of livestock and 
improved varieties of crops. 
Hence, they can produce a given 
quantity of produets at a much 
lower cost. 

Lag in Modern Methods. 

Likewise, the smaller farms 
lag in the use of fertilizers, in- 
secticides, soil conservation and 
soil-building practices. Similarly, 
they lag in the use of machinery, 
which also reduees costs. 

Secretary Brannan has asked 
field employes of the department, 
farm organizations, civic and re- 
ligious and other groups inter- 
ested in agriculture to submit 
views on how the Government 
might do a better job raising ef- 
ficiency of small farms. 

Brannan hopes to weigh and 
sift these views and put the ac- 
ceptable ones into recommenda- 
tions for submission to Congress 
early next year. 

While no one has said as much, 
the Administration’s new plan is 
expected to propose (1) a broad 
technical assistance program and 
(2) a larger farm loan program. 

The technical assistance pro- 
gram would be designed to show 
individual farmers how to use the 
latest scientific developments. It 
probably would require a large 
staff of farm management ex- 
perts. Officials are reluctant to

Bulgarian affairs have been sur- 
prised at the arrest of one of the 
most enthusiastic promoters of 
Soviet-Bulgarian friendship, Gen. 
Kroum Lekarski. 

Lekarski, of aristocratic origin 
and among the best-known horse- 
men in Bulgaria before 1940, was 
one of the leaders of the coup 
d'etat of Sept. 9, 1944, which |. 
brought the Communist party to 
power. He was rewarded with the 
post of second head of the War 
Ministry which he held for several 
years. 

His arrest seems to prove once 
more that even the most active 
collaboration with the Communist 
regime doesn't protect you when 
you. are no longer useful and 
have ceased to please. 

Another arrest announced from 
Sofia is that of Riaskoff, former 
.finance minister, president of the 
National Bank, and at one time 
counselor of the young king. 

Riaskoff was most useful to the 
Soviets when the Red army en- 
tered Bulgaria, helping them to 
take over all Bulgarian property 
which the Germans had already 
wrongfully annexed and which 
should have returned to its Bul- 
garian owners.

NE of my readers writes that she wishes I would empha- 
0 size more often the necessity of boiling feeding bottles 

and nipples, especially during the hot weather, as she 
thinks some mothers,do not understand its importance. 

There is no reason why any mother should not under- 
stand this vital step as she would get no other information 
from hospital or doctor or nurse when she initiates bottle 
feeding. If she does not follow their advice then it is be- 
cause of some personal conviction of her own, not from lack 
of information. 

Adults have to remember that all the ordinary germs to 
which they are relatively immune, are dangerous to the young 
baby until he or she develops some like immunity. 

It is easy for germs to remain on dishes or glassware 
even if washed and rinsed. The germs are on the dishes 
themselves, on the towels with which they are wiped, on the 
dish cloths and in th milk which makes up the baby’s formula. 
A milk can be good milk and still contain a percentage of 
bacteria. Put this milk in a poorly cleansed bottle, leave it 
in a warm place, and the bacteria would find this the most 
hospitable climate for producing more and more bacteria.

THE PRECAUTION against infections from any source 
is to feed the baby with clean milk which has been boiled 
for greater protection, and is stored in a sterilized bottle. 
Cool the milk carefully and put away in a very cold place 
until just time to heat it for the baby’s feeding. 

The washed, rinsed bottles ean be sterilized in boiling 
water and then filled with the baby’s formula, cooled and 
put away on ice. thee ; 

Or, the washed bottles may be filled with the formula, 
stoppered loosely and then sterilized in an electric sterilizer 
or a pressure cooker, or just in a large deep kettle of cold 
water brought to a boil and boiled for 10 minutes. In the 
‘kettle be sure and set the bottles on a towel or a rack to 
prevent breakage. This is similar to the way in which motb- 
ers can fruit and is called “terminal” sterilization.

Sixteen years ago, there were 
124 farms St..Louis proper. A 
decade later, all but 56 had been 
swallowed up, and by now only 
about 25 have survived the heavy 
demand for land for industries 
and new homes and the almost 
prohibitive cost. In addition to 
fees for rented property, farmers 
within the city must pay a St. 
Louis ‘tax which increases as 
close-in property becomes more 
valuable. . Indicative of the high 
valuation .was a recent sale which 
brought $58,000 for a 10-acre 
tract. 

Most of the city farms are ac- 


tually truck gardens, ranging in 


size from 3 to 15 acres. The 
reason the exact number of 
farms cannot be determined, 
says Paul Bernard, St. Louis 
county farm agent, is that some 
government figures classify out- 
lying parks as farm land. 


Given over to vegetable pro- 
duction, the Mueller farm isn’t 
like most of those you see as 
you drive out into the rural 
areas of the Midwest. There are 
no fields of grain, no red barns 
with their brightly-painted pat- 
ent medicine signs. There isn’t 
a cow, a pig or a chicken in 
sight. Instead, you see row after

‘By Edith M. Barber 

CCORDING to reports, eggs 

are being featured more than 

usual for summer meals. Of 
course, ope of the reasons—prob- 
ably the most general reason—is 
the continued high price of meat. 
Eggs are going on to the suppér 
table rather than the breakfast 
table. 

There is no doubt that expe- 
rience has shown that a satisfying 
meal must contain one of the 
foods high in protein, although it 
may not be consciously chosen 
for this reason. For the sake of 
heartiness, eggs, cheese or baked 
beans are put on the menu on 
these days when we can not af- 
ford meat and have already had 
fish once or twice a week. 

Generally, we dress up our 
eggs when they are to be the 
main item of an evening meal. 
Of course, we may poach them 
to serve on a vegetable plate. In 
this case, I like to use a little 
butter or margarine instead of 
water. If a heavy covered skillet 
is used and the fire is kept low, 
the eggs wil poach perfectly with- 
out any additional liquid. If you 
like, however, a few gablespoons 
of tomato juice may added. 

If boiled eggs are featured, 
they are usualy hard-cooked and 
often stuffed. The mashed yolks 
are put through a strainer, well 
seasoned with French dressing or 
mayonnaise. A few minced sar- 
dines or a little anchovy paste 
or deviled ham will give an in- 
dividual taste. Deviled eggs may 
be served cold, or 5 may be 
re-heated gently in a sauce that 
may be tomato or cheese flavored. 
A mushroom sauce is also good 
with stuffed eggs. Just writing 
about deviled eggs has made me 
hungry for them and 1 shall put 
some on to boil. By the way, I 
‘mean “boil” as I like a firm tex- 
ture when the eggs are to be 
boiled, chilled and then halved. 

EGGS POACHED IN BUTTER 

Two tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine, six eggs. 

Melt butter or in 


margarine 
heavy frying pan. Break eggs, one 
at a time, into saucer and slip 
into pan. Turn off heat, cover, 
and let stand five minutes, until 
firm. If eggs are not quite set 
by that time, let stand over very 
low heat for one more minute.

HE other day, while I sat in 
T a barber shop getting my hair 
cut, I saw a man carrying a 
block of ice into a florist shop. 


The block was of oblong shape, 


and was carried on the man’s 
right shoulder. 

Again and again the man went 
back to his truck, until he de- 
livered four blocks, or cakes, of 
ice. The barber said that the ice 
was to be used in keeping flowers 
cool. 

In these days of electric refrig- 
erators, it seems a bit strange for 
blocks of ice to be carried about.
